MAJISFII.LES, Aug 6.—Within a week 


there has been a great change in the condi- 
tion of affairs in this city. It hw been very 
favorable, but theia is nothing assuring, 
and the condition which now exists is de- 
scribed by the doctors as "an alleviation in 
a period of rapid transition through which 
the city is now passing" It is honed, 
however, to be the prelude to a disappear- 
ance of the disease. Ihere is ground foi 
such a hope m the fact of a greatly Improved 
ganitaiy state and m the disappearance ol 
flight 


At present the daily mortality can not be 


used as a basis of computation in leckoning 
the virulence or probabilities, of the epidem- 
ic. Everybody who U acquainted \\lth the 
scourge agrees that the mortality rate now 
depends pi mtipally upou the numbei of fu- 
gitives returuiiiK to the city. A great many 
of those who lied when the epidemic made 
Its appearance, are leturniug, and the inlgra 
lion w the citj is now nearly as great aa 
the emigration was a few days ago

Uon of business at an early day it tho 
cholera does not renew its force. 
Ihe doc-

was ready to receive anybody, ind the in- 
flux of the fugitives is consideied prema- 
ture. Many of them are dyiug. A better 
condition of affairs Is expected soon. 
The 


dense fog which has pievailed for sever.il 
days is clearing away and tha weather ib 
less sultry. 
Ihe sanitary officers and the doctors con- 


tinue to take every precaution to prevent 
an outbieak of the epidemic, and are meet- 
ing with assured prospects. None of the 
cases now in the city are regarded as 
threatening to the general public

last deaths reported weio those of two 
servants who were left m charge of houses 
by a wealthy family who fled 
The serv- 


ants died and remained undiscovered until 
their presence was indicated by the eflluvia.

There are 35,00">,000 
acres of land in Illinoisi Let ns suppose that 
the average of that 35,000,000 acres is to-day $30 
an acre—and I suspect it is not far from it. 
What does that mean? It means $25 an acre 
added from I860 to 1880. That means $875,000,000 
here in Illinois alone. Mr. Blaine says high pro 
tection made that land go up. Why, don't yon 
know that what made our land go up was the 
railroads that have penetrated it. The public 
improvements thatiiave enabled the former to 
get his grain to market have increased the price 
of his land. Just think of it-$875,000,000 profil 
between $5 an acre and $30 an acre in the state of 
Illinois alone! That is not all. From 1860 to 


7,200 miles of railroad were added in the 


state of Illinois. Those railroads cost about 
$25,000 a mile. That means about $1,000,000.000 
Therefore in the state of Illinois alone the in- 
creased price of land and the price of railroads 
meant over $2,000,000,000—one-fifteenth of all of 
that that Mr. Blame boasts is the work of the 
republican party. My friends, when I was a 
young man Iwonld have ridden nve miles just to 
look at a man worth a million dollars, -I would 
have ridden that to see what he looked 1 ke. 
When I was a young man I never saw a man 
worth a million. I thought he wqpid look dif- 
ferent from other men. Now there are in tho 
United States ten men who have an aggregate of 
$500,000,000; that is, there are tes meh who ore 
worth that; they average $50,000,000 npieco.

Did Jay 
Gould or Vanderbilt, with their vast, countless 
wealth, ever earn one single honest dollar by 
honest toil?

Through the laws that the republican party 
have boen keeping up for the last twentj-four 
years; laws made to make rich men richer and 
poor men poorer.

(A voice, 
"That's true ") What did Mr. Elaine's paper, 
The Kentiebec Journal, say? He was half owner 
in it and chief editor. He apologized for that 
mob by saying that tho mob had been provoked 
by 
some Irish Catholics driving a wagon 


through it and disturbing it. It was an auology 
for the mob and a palliation of the burning of a 
church of God, dedicated to the worship of our 
Savior, a church with a cross upon it, where 
they worshiped according to tho Catholic faith, 
simply because somo Catholics had disturbed a 
p iblic meeting! That is not all: A little while 
afterward the Kev. Pabst was taken by a mob 
of knownothings, stripped, tarred, and ridden 
upon a rail, simply because he was a Catholic 
priest, and Mr. Elaine's paper hadno-nordof 
denunciation of that terrible crime. (A voice, 
'I have got the records in my house of that tran- 
saction.") Vet they say that Mr. Blaino is a 
friend of the Irishman and of the foreigner. He 
will have a vigorous foreign policy, they say. 


Mr. Harrison here discussed at great length 


the "MeSweeny case," and. continuing, said: 


I mado a speech in the Masion house, in the 


lord mayor's mansion, in Dublin, in 1832, while 
MeSweeny was yet in pnsion, I think. I wore a 
hat like this (a black slouch hat)—not the sort 
of hat that an Englisman wears, but anch as an 
Irishman or an American wears going to Ire- 
land. I made a speech there in which I said that 
I hajd no Irish blood in my veins; that I had 
English blood, and was one that ought not to 
sympathize with Ireland, yet I did sympathize 
with Ireland, and I appealed to the ministry to 
do Ireland justico. I told them that my ancestor 
had!led Charles I. to th? block; that dread act 
which taught kings that they had necks, and 
that the people could sever those necks from 
their shoulders. 
When I 
got through my 


speech, before something like 150 of the elite of 
Dublin, I was taken back by Mayor Dawajn, the 
ord mayor, by T. D. Sullivan, the patnut, by a 
member of parliament. Mr. Biggar, and by 
ftichuol Davitt, and I was told that probably I 
should be shown up t* the castle before I would 
be allowed to leave. (A voice, "That's the time 
you'defied them.'') They said I would probably 
ie arrested. "Ah," says I, "thny will never ar- 
rest me, for free speech can be uttered by an 
American in Ireland as well as in England," 
Why, I didn't know of McSweeny'a case then, 
rat Biggar, aud Sullivan, and Davitt knew of it, 
and they thought that I had said a great deal 
more than MeSweeny had said, and probably I 
would be given the hospitalities of the dnngeon. 
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Laughter and applause.) 
I remember also 


when I told Mr. Lowell in London that I was 
going to Ireland, and I wished to the Lord I 
ould make a speech in London or in Ireland on 
he wrongs ot Ireland, Mr. Lowell said to me: 
Mr. Harrison, my advice to jou ie," don't do 
t." I did not know that Mr. Lowell nad written 
tmt letter to Mr. Sweeny, saying that an Ameri- 
an citizen could not make a speech in a public 
meeting. 1 felt that the atars and stripes were 
round me, that the flag of my country floated 
ver me, that the secretary of state of my cotn- 
;ry aud my president would protect me in every 
md; bnt I didn't know that the government iu 
Washington had a secretary of state that liked to 
wist tha lion's tail by letting Irishmen lie in 
ail. (Laughter.) I did not know that Mr. 
laino, who could bulldoze or try to bulldoze 


Mexico, could take an insult' from the British 
overnment aa he had. Now I know it, and i£ I 
ver go to Ireland again, and Mr. Blaine is presi- 
ent, I will look around three or four times to 


t if there is any constable by when I go to 


talk. (Laughter.)

Between Mr. Elaine's course and a democratic 


secretary of ttate. In 1853, ono Mr. Kozta, a 
Hungarian who had come ts America and hadn't 
even been naturalized—he had simply declared 
his intentions—was on an American ship at 
Smyrna; he was arrested by tho Austrian consul. 
An American sloop-of-war. tho St. Louis, com- 
manded by Lieut. Ingram, was not far off. Did 
Lieut. Ingram write to the American consul to 
nud out whether Mr. Kozta was innocent ? No, 
sir, he shotted his guns, he sailed that sloop into 
Smyrna's harbor, he pointed those guns, and ho 
took out his watch and he said: "If Mr. Kozta 
is not released in so many hours, I will blow that 
fort into atoms;"—(applause)—and Mr. Kozta 
was nivon up to Lieut. Ingram. Tha Austrain I 
demanded of the American government the sur- 
render of Kozta, and tho American govornmon 
refused. The Austrain government thon ap 
ppaled to the other European nations to denvini 
of the American government the surrender o 
Kozta and tho degradation of Ingram. Mr 
Marcy, tho secretary of state, said the American 
flag protected every man, whether he were na 
tive born, naturalized, or had declared his intan 
lions, and he neither gave him up nor apologized 
nor did he degrade Lieut. Ingram. If you get a 
democratic pressd'ent in, yon will hear of no 
more "suspects" lying in prison until tne conau 
determines their innocence.

Mow, Mr. Blaine makes you give 0 per cent B 


10 per cent, for tho money that you pay you 
taxes with, and then proposes to givo that to the 
bondholder; to pay the bondholder 24 per cent. 
to get in your debt. If you do not understand 
that thsroughly recollect that the United States 
government is a part of yoursslf, that you are an 
mcorporator, a depositer and owner of the 
United States. 


HOC DO NOT BELONG 


to the United States treasury, but the treasury of 
tho Doited States belongs to yon. Evorj mil- 
lion of dollars m that treasury belongs, part of 
it, to you— (pointing to a man in the crowd)— 
part to j-ou - (indicating another listener),— and 
so on, and every one who pays taxes helps to 
support it. "How?" say yon. Everything that 
a man wears in the United States pays in the 
shape of a tariff duty a tax to the general gov- 
ernment The tax varies from 60 to 60 and in 
some instances 70 per cent. You buy iron for 
your barb- wire fence. It costs you some ?0 to 30

What does that mean? It means $25 an acre 
added from 18CO to 1B80. That means $875,000,000 
here in Illinois alone.

Why, don't you 
know that what made our land go up was the 
railroads that have penetrated it. The public 
improvements that have enabled the farmer to 
get his grain to market have increased the price 
of his land.
